JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 9 — 
Two convicts: who had been playing 
hide-and-seek with prison guards 
inside the Missouri Penitentiary 
for 11 days, while waiting for an 
opportunity to escape Over or un- 
der the prison walls, were captured 
late yesterday afternoon in _ the 
prison commissary building, where 
they were hiding in a pile of pack- 
ing boxes. 

They told Warden ‘Tom Scott 
eight days of their ll-day “hide- 
out” had been spent in the com- 
missary storeroom and the other 
three in hiding in the network of 
sewers, steam and service tunnels 
under the prison building and 


The two convicts are Harold E. 
Denman, 40 years old, serving a 
life sentence from St. Louis from 
June 6, 1932, for robbery under the 
habitual criminal act, and Joe Mo- 
ran, 49, serving a 20-year sentence 
from Greene County from Dec. 15, 
1933, for robbery. 

Both men have “hold orders” on 
them from other states for prison 
escapes and it was Denman’s sec- 
ond attempt and Moran’s third at- 
tempt to escape from the Missouri 


The two men were missed on a 
roll call Aug, 29 and prison guards 
have been searching for them since 
in the numerous buildings and un- 
derground passages of the prison. 

Warden Scott and Deputy War- 


den Edison Blagg found the two 
convicts late yesterday afternoon’ 
when the two officers went to the 
commissary to get a can of ta-| 
males. Scott saw a man’s head) 
above a pile of packing cases and 
when he called the two men sur-| 
rendered, Scott said. They had) 
made space for themselves by mov-| 
ing boxes in the pile and obtained 
food and water at night from com-| 
missary stores. 

The Warden said the men, when| 
discovered, were attempting to cut 
a hole through the building wall to! 
reach a large steam tunnel. | 

Denman, who was sent to the 
penitentiary for a part in a robbery | 
at Sarah-Olive Bank in St. Louis, 
once .a3 sentenced to death in Cal- 
ifornia for murder, Scott said.

N14 ST. LOUIS BANKS 


Fourteen of the 21 Siate banks 
in St. Louis have reported to the 
State Finance Department in Jef- 
ferson City that they have 368 un- 
claimed accounts of $50 or more, 
for a total of $82,848. 

The banks are required by law 
to report such accounts to the 
Finance Department every five 
years and to publish a ‘ist of the 
accounts. Thos: under $50, the 
total number of which run into the 
thousands, are rot listed. 

Some of the accounts have been 
unclaimed for 45 years or more. 
There is no provision in Missouri 
for the State to take over such 
deposits. State Finance Commis- 
sioner R. Waldo Holt said he had 
a bill which would enable the State 
to do this introduced in the last 
session of the Legislature, but the 
bill failed of »nassage. 

The bank reporting the largest 
number of unclaimed deposits was 
the Mercantile-Commerce Bank &

N Mr. Willkie’s case, life began at 41— 
that is, the big life along the American 
way. It began in October, 1933, when the 
boy from Elwood, Ind., who had been for 
only 10 months a big holding-company ex- 
ecutive, met another Indiana college gradu- 
ate, seven years his junior, who had even 
more recently gone beyond big-city law 
practice into the Federal Government's ex- 
panding power operations. 

When Wendell Willkie met David Lilien- 
thal in the Cosmos Club in Washington that 
October day, both were at the beginning of 
new worlds in new times. 

America at that moment was being very 
confidently transformed. Even’ brokers 
blessed Roosevelt. Hugh Johnson was nois- 
ily and joyously laying lamb down by lion 
and lion down by lamb. 

The President chatted to the people and 
the people purred to the President. But 
some fingers were crossed. The politicians 
had not entirely disappeared. Indeed, the 
day called for a new, strange mixture of 
politicians in big corporations and business 
men in the spreading functions of govern- 
ment, 

Mr. Willkie’s record as candidate nearly 
eight years later remains almost entirely 
based on his dealings with Lilienthal from 
October, 1933, until the transfer of the prop- 
erties in his Commonwealth & Southern’s 
Tennessee Electric Power Co. to. TVA on 
Aug. 15, 1939. 

His magazine articles, his book reviews, 
his speeches, all drew their importance from 
those dealings. No other activities pushed 
him up to the nomination for the presidency. 
America’s knowledge of his ability and 
charm depends on his part in the Tennessee 
war with the other charming, able man from 
the same Middle West.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 9 (AP). — 
Charles A. Beardsley, president of 
the American Bar Association, 
opened the sixty-third annual con- 
vention today with a call to the 
country’s 160,000 lawyers and 
Judges for “enlightened leader~ 
ship” in keeping the United States 
at peace and prepared against war. 

“This meeting,” he said in a key- 
note address, “symbolizes our re 
fusal to obey the command—issued 
‘to laws and lawyers—to ‘hold their 
tongues among arms.’”

Joseph Stefanski, 1515 South 
Compton avenue, never gave much 
thought to his citizenship. A resi- 
dent of the United States since the 
age of 2, and a voter in nation- 
al elections since 1912, he took it 
for granted that he was an Amer- 
ican. The recent law _ requiring 
aliens to register and be finger- 
printed, however, worried him a 
little because he had never seen the 
citizenship papers of his father, 
who brought him to America from 
Poland in 1892.

side,” Mrs. Mildred Stefanski, his 
wife, explained to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. And so they checked up. 
In Chicago, where the family lived, 
the only record of the senior Stefan- 
‘ski's naturalization proved to be 
‘first papers. There was no evidence 
that the naturalization was com- 
pleted. 

| Now Joseph Stefanski is begin- 
‘ning to become an American in law 
‘as well as in spirit. Registered and 
fingerprinted as an alien, he is ap- 
plying for first papers. His wife, 
‘too. is seeking naturalization, be- 
cause for the 16 years she has 
voted she considered herself a citi- 
zen because she was the wife of 
‘one. She was born in Dublin. 

| The Stefanskis, who have two 
‘boys and two girls of school age, 
‘are enthusiastic Americans in spite 


‘of the recent discovery that they 
‘are not citizens. “I never knew 
any country but this,” Stenfanski 
‘said. “I was taught in American 
schools: I learned my trade and 


‘have made my living in American 
industry.” 

As blacksmith and steelworker 
he traveled much in the United 
‘States before settling in St. Louis 
in 1925. When the depression 
came, he was general shop fore- 
man of the bridge works of an 
East St. Louis steel plant. With 
hard times he lost his job, but not 
his initiative. 

In his home he started to make 
articles of wrought iron, fire 
screens, lamps and tables. His 
business has grown, and now, he 
said, “I am not only able to sup- 
port my family, but to help friends. 
When there wasn't any work, I 
‘made work.”

Beginner at 
School Needs 
Wise Guidance

ANY little children are in 
school for the first time and 
some of them are going to find 
it a bit difficult to adjust them- 
selves to the new conditions they 
find there. For all the years of 
their lives they have been at home 
with their mothers. Mother trained 
the child to attend to himself in 
the bathroom whenever it was nec- 
There were no set times 


M 


essary. 
for this, the child going when nec- 
essary. 

School is different: Here the 


child finds himself set in a bench 
from which he cannot move with- 
out the teacher’s permission. The 
new situation excites him. The 
strangeness that surrounds him 
scares him a little. Small wonder 
then that he soon feels the need 
for leaving the room. 

The beginners classes number all 
the way from 20 to 60, according 
to locality.. These first-term days 
are crowded and the teachers are 
put to it to get the classes started 
and at the same time meet the re- 
quirements of the general organ- 
ization. Unless they make special 
provision for this need of the be- 
ginners classes the day will surely 
end in distress for all concerned. 


The inexperienced teacher will 
sav to the first child that asks, 
“Wait for recess.” That won't do. 
This child cannot wait because he 
has no training that enables him 
to wait. The wise teacher will, 
there and then, stop what she 1s 
doing and take several children 
from the room, let them wash their 
hands if possible, get a drink, and 
return in good order. That will 
save the panic and the rush. It 
will save the confusion of coming 
and going all morning, which soon 
degenerates into a free-and-easy 
sauntering for the sake of moving 
about. 

When the little ones become ac- 
customed to the school atmosphere, 
when they become interested in the 
work in hand, the leaving of the 
room settles down to a few indi- 
viduals. The teacher turns her at- 
tention to them without making it 
apparent to the class. She takes 
down the time they leave and when 
they return, and keeps that rec- 
ord about a week. If at the end 
of that time she finds that these 
children, or this child, has a habit 
of leaving the room so often that 
it interrupts his work, she takes 
him aside privately and tells him 
so. She suggests that he is to go 
out only at recess, and not to for- 
get. Then the record is kept for 
another week or So. 

If at the end of that time the 
child still loses too much time, the 
teacher should call on the mother 
and tell her about it, telling her 
what she has done to help the 
child, and suggesting that she have 
the child examined by a competent 
physician. Healthy children soon 
form routine habits that fit the 
school program. 


Never tell a child he cannot leave 
the room. Let him go as he re- 
quests. It is better to give the 
whole class recess if necessary 
than to make one mistake. No 
mother will feel outraged by a re- 


quest for medical care for her 
child. Every mother -ill gladly 
co-operate on that basis. But any 


mother will rise in mighty anger 
at the thought of her child’s dis- 
tress under a regulation that for- 
bids him to attend to his needs. 
And rightly so.

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Can Diabetes 
Result From 
Head Injury?

OES an injury ever cause dia- 
[) betes? 

Theoretically, yes; practically, 
no. Diabetes can be produced in 
laboratory animals by injuring a 
certain spot on the brain. Medi- 
cal reports frequently appear 


which claim that after a fractured 
skull, diabetes developed sudden- 


ly. But diabetes often develops 
suddenly anyway and there is 
little direct proof linking these 


accidents with the development of 
the disease. Dr. Elliot Joslin of 
Boston who has had an enormous 
experience, writes: “So far as I 
can remember no definite case in 
which I considered injury a cause 
of diabetes has occurred among 
approximately 19,000 patients with 
diabetes who have consulted me. I 
know of no surgeon who has post- 
poned an operation on a patient 
because of the possibility that in- 
jury would bring on diabetes.” Dr. 
Boch of Harvard writes, “So far 
as I can determine, no case of 
diabetes following injury has oc- 
cured among athletes at Harvard.”

DO PRUNES cause acidity? 

Some weeks ago I wrote in this 
column in answer to a question 
asking for a list of acid-producing 
foods, that the only vegetables 
that are acid-producing are prunes 
and cranberries. I have received 
a protest from the California 
Prune Growers’ Association, giv- 
ing me specific data on the subject, 
and I am glad to make a correc- 
tion here, Various food experts 
have analyzed prunes and their 
effect in the body and found that 
they affect the acid-base balance 
very little, and if at all they tend 


to produce slight alkalinity, not 
acidity, as was once thought. 
This universal breakfast dish 


also has energy value, mineral and 
vitamin content. The laxative ef- 
fect has long been recognized. Re- 
search has discovered that the lax- 
ative effect of prunes is not due 
entirely to bulk or roughage, but 
that prunes have qa chemical in- 
corporated in them which has ca- 
thartic properties similar to many 
drugs.

WHAT IS THE BEST dentifrice? 
—Dentifrices are generally thought 
of by the average person as divided 
into powders, which have an abra- 
Sive action, and pastes, which are 
cleansing. But there is really not 
much difference between most of 
the powders and pastes. The basis 
of most dentifrices is soap. The 
abrasive materials are powdered 
chalk, pumice stone and orris root, 
although the American Dental As- 
sociation’s Council on Dental Ther- 
apeutics will not now approve of 
dentifrices with orris root, because 
many people are allergically sensi- 
tive to it. They also disapprove of 
potassium chlorate, sodium perbo- 
rate, which may give rise to burns 
of the mouth, and drugs related 
to carbolic acid. 

The council also frowns on den- 
tifrices with markedly abrasive 
elements. Dentifrices are usually 
made alkaline, and flavored with 
oil of peppermint, or oil of cinna- 
mon.

ON HOW TO 


CLEAN A PIPE 


PIPE smoker is sometimes 
A caused great embarrassment 

by being told that his cherished 
possession “smells something aw- 
ful” and being asked: “When did 
The best way 
to reduce such painful incidents 
is to clean the pipe forthwith, with- 
in the presence and hearing of the 
complainant. 

Take out yvour knife and proceed 
to cut the crust. If the scraping is 
done properly it should produce 
goose pimples on all persons with- 
in earshot and make them cry out 
for mercy. 

Do the scraping. into the open 
fireplace in the living room, litter- 
ing up the logs with odds and ends 
of tobacco and making the fire- 
place look unsightly. 

Next, you need something to run 
through the stem. A straw from 
the hearth broom will serve excel- 
lently. If the straw is too thick, 
break off another straw and con- 
tinue to break them off until you 
find one of the right size and ten- 
sile strength.

SOMETIMES wonder whether 
| defenders realize how easy, or 

how hard, they can make mat- 
ters for the declarer. To follow 
every so-called rule of play, to 
cover honors with lamblike docili- 
tv, to signal for a certain lead 
when the declarer is wondering 
just who holds the vital card, all 
these are so much grist to the 
clever declarer’s mill. Thus, the 
hand shown below illustrates how 
easy it was for declarer to fulfill 
his slam against the wooden de 
fense put up by the East player.
